Mayor Warns 
On Dumping 
Trash In City 


New Sanitary Fill 
Open to Sikestonians, 
He Points Out

Sikeston residents were warned 
today that they must stop dumping 
refuse alongside roads within the 
city or they will face arrest, a fine, 
and a possible jail sentence. 
May or J oseph M. Crav ens J r., 
said today that sev eral cases of 
dumping alongside seldom used 
roads in the city has been called 
to his attention. 
Howev er, he said that some of 
the dumping was probaly caused 
by an ov ersight. 
He ex plained that all citizens of 
Sikeston may use the new sanitary 
fill at the Airport without any 
charge but they must get rid of all 
their refuse there before 6 p. m. 
each day . 
After that time, the gate to the 
fill will be locked and no one 
allowed in until the following day . 
Through an ov ersight, he said, 
it has not been ex plained that the i 
fill is open to use of all citizens of 
Sikeston. 
He went on to point out that the 
control ov er the dumping was 
started to keep the city sanitary fill 
from becoming a dumping ground 
for the entire area as was the 
case with the “ boney ard.” 
The may or said we are attempt­ 
ing to make Sikeston a cleaner and 
more attractiv e town and we must 
hav e 
the 
co-operation 
of 
the 
citizens to do that. 
Continuing, he said we cannot 
do that when people dump trash 
alongside the roads around the 
city . 
With it clearly understood that 
Sikeston residents can dump their 
refuse in the new 
sanitary fill 
without any charge there is no 
ex cuse for cluttering up our road­ 
way s. If this dumping continues 
we intend to take strong measures 
to stop it, he said.

530, which includes

ag e of $28.22 per acre, and some 
9 ,246 town lots valued on the aver­ 
ag e of $454.25 per lot. This, of 
course, includes unimproved lands 
as well as vacant lots. 
The personal assessment

eral funds to help boy s and g irls

Ewing , who is head of the Fed- 
'ral Security Ag ency , said he had 
’resident Truman’s authorization 
‘to transmit to cong ress a student 
iid bill to provide educational op- 
Dortunity for those barred from at- 
ending our colleg es by economic 
•oadblocks.” 
The prog ram would cost 32 mil- 
ion dollars in its first y ear and 
.vould increase annually until it 
eached a total of 128 millions per 
/ear. 
Cong ress was asked to provide 
scholarships of up to $800 a y ear 
or the “neediest of the ablest” 
imong the nation’s hig h school

Xike all other household appliances, 
a clothes dry er needs regular cleaning 
if y ou ex pect it to giv e A*1 serv ice. 
You’ll find that a v acuum cleaner 
will do a thorough job on the inside 
of the dry er—a job y ou should do at 
least once a month (or oftener, if 
ex cessiv e-lint-producing fabrics hav e 
dried), according to the General Elec* 
trie Consumers Institute. 
Remov e the lint catcher at the base 
of the dry er cabinet and clean it out, 
using v acuum cleaner suction. Then 
attach the flex ible hose to the blower 
end of the cleaner and mov e the hose 
ov er the inside of the clothes basket, 
starting at the top and working down 
each side to blow lint down into the

Congress was asked to provide 
scholarships of up to $800 a year 
or the “neediest of the ablest” 
imong the nution’s high school 
dudents. The funds would go to

would select the students. The bill 
would prohibit any federal influ­ 
ences in the selecting of the stu­ 
dents. The students would be per­ 
mitted to pick their own colleges.

National Stock Yards, 111., June 
23— A sluggish and sharply lower 
dressed meat trade resulting from 
a hot-weather slump in consumer 
buying inflicted uneven and se­ 
vere price losses for the week in 
virtually all classes and grades of 
cattle, calves, and sheep, according 
to the Producers Live Stock M ar­ 
keting Association. Hogs were un ­ 
der some buyer pressure early, but 
the m a r k e t d e v e l o p e d late 
strength. 
Burdensome supplies of some 
classes of meats at the basic whole­ 
sale centers forced a general price 
decline 
with 
clearances 
incom­ 
plete. All beef was 1 to 3c a pound 
lower at Chicago; calf 2 to 6c a 
pound lower and pork loin K to 
3c lower. Extreme losses of 12 to 
13c a pound were reported in some 
classes of lamb at New York. 
Cattle marketings were increas­ 
ed 13 per cent over those of the 
previous week by poor pasture 
conditions induced by high tem ­ 
peratures and extrem e dryness in 
some areas. This situation also 
reduced the outlet for thin cattle 
on the market as country buying 
of replacements was curtailed. 
Steer and heifer cattle reflected 
losses of $1.50 to $2.50 cwt.; cows 
were $2.00 to $3.00 lower; bulls 
$1.00 down, and veal calves $3.00 
to $400 lower. Good and choice 
steers and heifers bulked at $28.00 
to 
$33.00; commercial 
and 
low 
good $24.00 to $27.00. Veal calves 
late sold downward from $33.00. 
A late rally in the hog m arket 
put barrows and gilts steady to 
25c net higher for the week, top 
Friday $21.25. The Agriculture De­ 
partm ent reported 9 percent few ­ 
er pigs farrowed this spring and 
predicts less pork for next fall 
and winter. 
Continuing the decline of the 
previous week, spring lambs clos­ 
ed $1.00 lower, while old crop 
lambs and yearlings were $2.00 to 
$3.00 down, and aged sheep 50c to 
$2.00 reduced.

Prices Dip; 
Demand Lags 


National Stock Yards, 111., June 
23—A sluggish and sharply lower 
dressed meat trade resulting from 
a hot-weather slump in consumer 
buying inflicted uneven and se­ 
vere price losses for the week in 
virtually all classes and grades of 
cattle, calves, and sheep, according 
to the Producers Live Stock Mar­ 
keting Association. Hogs were un­ 
der some buyer pressure early, but 
the m a r k e t d e v e l o p e d late 
strength. 
Burdensome supplies of some 
classes of meats at the basic whole­ 
sale centers forced a general price 
decline with clearances incom­ 
plete. All beef was I to 3c a pound 
lower at Chicago; calf 2 to 6c a 
pound lower and pork loin 1;2 to 
3c lower. Extreme losses of 12 to 
13c a pound were reported in some 
classes of lamb at New York. 
Cattle marketings were increas­ 
ed 13 per cent over those of the 
previous week by poor pasture 
conditions induced by high tem­ 
peratures and extreme dryness in 
some areas. This situation also 
reduced the outlet for thin cattle 
on the market as country buying 
of replacements was curtailed. 
Steer and heifer cattle reflected 
losses of $1.50 to $2.50 cwt.; cows 
were $2.00 to $3.00 lower; bulls 
$1.00 down, and veal calves $3.00 
to $4.00 lower. Good and choice 
steers and heifers bulked at $28.00 
to $33.00; commercial and low 
good $24.00 to $27.00. Veal calves 
late sold downward from $33.00. 
A late rally in the hog market 
put barrows and gilts steady to 
25c net higher for the week, top 
Friday $21.25. The Agriculture De­ 
partment reported 9 percent few­ 
er pigs farrowed this spring and 
predicts less pork for next fall 
and winter.
